Acreage  planted  to  cotton  in  Florida  daring  the,  10  year  period,  1928- 
1937,  has  varied  from  90,000  acres  in  1936  to  150,000  acres  in  1930.      The 
small  acreage  in  1934,  1935  and  1936  resulted  in  large  part  from  acreage  re- 
dactions of  short  staple  cotton,  under  contract  with  the  Igricultuxal  MJust- 
ment  Administration.     The  following  estimates  include  acreage,  yield  and 
production  for  both  short  staple  and  Sea  Island  cotton.     Daring  the  4  years 
ending  with  1937,   interest  in  revirlng  the  Sea  Island  industry  has  occurred. 

Yield  per  acre  daring  the  10  year  period  has  Taried  from  80  pounds  in 

1932  to  170  pounds  in  1930.      The  yield  per  acre  in  1932  was  low  because  of 
excessive  rains  and  boll  weeyil  damage.      In  1928  yields  were  low  because  of 
the  heavy  early  rains  in  northwest  Florida,  where  rmch  of  the  cotton  had  to  be 
replanted,  and  unfavorable  weather  throughout  the  season.       The  yields  since 

1933  have  been  relatively  hi^,  dae  to  increaaad  use  of  fertiliser,  lower 
weevil  damage  and  the  use  of  better  lands  for  cotton.     Jor  1935,   1936,   and 
1937,  however,   the  yield  of  all  cotton  in  some  counties  was  lowered  because  a 
portion  of  the  acreage  was  devoted  to   the  production  of  Sea  Island  cotton, 
which  normally  yields  less  than  upland  cotton. 

Production  of  cotton  is  expressed  in  500  pound  equivalent  gross  weirfit 
bales  and  varies  from  18,000  bales  in  1932  to  56,000  bales  in  1930.     The  esti- 
mates of  production  are  based  upon  the  ginnings  within  the  county  as  reported 
to   the  U.    S.   Bureau  of  the  Census  with  adjustments  for  cross-county  novement 
of  seed  cotton* 

•.Qa/^       The  estimates  of  acreage  planted  are  based  upon  the  censuses  of  1925. 
1930  and  1935,  available  data  from  the  Igrictatural  Adjustment  Administration 
for  the  years  1933  to  1937,  inclusive,  and  current  reports  from  crop  reporters 
relating  to  cotton  acreage  each  year.  *-      ,±^ 

The  estimates  of  yield  per  acre  are  based  on  yields  con^mted  from 
acres  and  bales  reported  to   the  Census  in  Census  years  and  upon  current  re- 
ports from  crop  reporters  relating  to  yield  in  each  year. 

In  order  to  maintain  a  consistent  series  of  estimates  of  acreage  and 
of  yield  per  acre  over  the  10  year  period,  no  estimates  for  any  county  have 
been  shown  for  any  year  unless  the  Census  has  published  ginnings  for  all 
years.     Cpunties  not  shown  separately  are  included  in  "All  Other."
